DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches, discloses, or suggests a method for producing fire protection 
glazing, comprising at least two flat substrates and one fire protection layer comprising 
at least one film or a film system having at least one intumescent layer, the fire 
protection layer disposed between the substrates, the method comprising the following 
steps: applying several film sections of the fire protection layer onto a first substrate, 
whereby the film sections cover the entire surface of the substrate that is to be provided 
with the fire protection layer, applying a second substrate onto the first substrate with 
the film sections, and carrying out a laminating process at elevated pressure and 
elevated temperature, whereby the film sections are affixed by gluing onto the first 
and/or second substrate with glycerin or water or mixtures thereof as adhesive. 

2. The closest prior art, De Boel et al. (US 4,175,162) discloses a method for 
producing fire protection glazing, comprising at least two flat substrates and one fire 
protection layer comprising at least one film or a film system having at least one 
intumescent layer, the fire protection layer disposed between the substrates, the 
method comprising the following steps: applying several film sections of the fire 
protection layer onto a first substrate, applying a second substrate onto the first 
substrate with the film sections, and carrying out a laminating process at elevated 
pressure and elevated temperature. However, it fails to disclose the method whereby 
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the film sections are affixed by gluing onto the first and/or second substrate with glycerin 
or water or mixtures thereof as adhesive.
